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THE ORGANIZATION ... 


ROBERT T. LUSTIG 


When Bob Lustig and Ralph C. Wilson, Jr., commenced their 
working relationship twenty-one years ago professional football 
was their Sunday afternoon relaxation and Monday morning 
discussion. 


The advent of the American Football League changed that. 
Wilson undertook building a franchise in Buffalo. Lustig, at first, 
limited his activities to signing college talent while the internal 
organization was being pieced together. 


By 1964 Lustig no longer was a Detroit-to-Buffalo commuter 
but the man-in-charge of the Bills front office. Since then he has 
added the title of General Manager to those of Vice President 
and Director. 


The role is demanding in dedication and ability. The 
45-year-old one-time college baseball player meets the challenge 
with a firmness of purpose, a ready wit, and soft words. 


Lustig sees the role of top operational officer as one who lives 
two lives annually. 


“For thirty-eight weeks you plan, plot, map, debate, nego- 
tiate, sign, draft, trade, hire, fire, buy, and sell, always with 
producing 2 winner in mind,” he explains. 


“Then for 14 games you live and die with every twist and 
turn of fortune on the football field. The taste of defeat is worse 
then eshes. And time runs away with the victories all too soon.” 


Looking back upon the early days of the AFL in light of the 
quickly approaching merger of the two professional football 
lzeques, Lustig wonders at the temerity of the upstart AFL. 


“We certainly didn’t have much to offer in prestige. Still we 
sailed right in,’’ he recalls. 


Back in those pioneer years Lustig’s first signee was Michigan 
halfback Darrell Harper. And Harper, much to Lustig’s satis- 
faction, was on Buffalo's 33-man roster when the AFL began its 
first season.

At that time, Patrick J. McGroder and Jack Horrigan, who 
share with Lustig the title of Vice President, were also involved 
with the Bills--but not as members of the organization. 


McGroder, a successful Buffalo businessman, was serving as 
the city’s sports co-ordinator. Horrigan was assigned to cover the 
Bills as a sports writer for the Buffalo Evening News. 


McGroder joined the Bills in ‘62 as a member of the Board of 
Directors as well as vice president. He handles the club’s adver- 
tising and other special duties at a management level. 


He brought with him a background in sales and an interest in 
professional football that goes back more than two decades. He 
once came close to securing an NFL franchise for Buffalo and 
has remained friends with Pittsburgh’s Art Rooney and Chicago’s 
George Halas through the years. 


Between the time Horrigan left the newspaper field and 
joined the Bills, he spent three years in charge of the American 
Football League’s public relations department in New York city. 


Horrigan, a Buffalo native, was named Vice President in 
charge of Public Relations and a member of the Board of 
Directors in June, 1966. 


The third department under Lustig’s command has a new 
head. Jim Cipriano, for better than a decade the Assistant 
Business Manager of Athletics at the University’ of Pittsburgh, 
joined the Bills as Ticket Director in April of this year. 


The one-time Marine Corps member succeeded the late 
Duncan Lectka, the popular and capable director of that depart- 
ment for five years. 


Cipriano, prior to entering the college ranks, learned the 
ticket business working for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in his 
native Youngstown, O., and with the Pennsylvania Railroad in 
Pittsburgh.

To John Rauch the past is irretrievably behind. His three-year 
Oakland record as pro football’s winningest coach he views with 
detachment. 


And he looks upon Buffalo's 1-12-1 record of ‘68 in the same 
light. 


“The only thing that counts now is the present and what we 
can do to return the Bills to football respectability as quickly as 
possible,” he insists. 


To that end, Rauch has put together a six-man staff that he 
feels ‘‘combines experience, youth, knowledge, and the ability to 
teach.” 


Two of his assistants, Marvin Bass and Ray Malavasi, both 
have head coaching experience. Bass, who handles the offensive 
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line, was head coach and athletic director at William & Mary and 
South Carolina. He also held the dual position of General 
Manager-Head Coach of the Montreal Beavers of the Continental 
League. 


Malavasi succeeded Mac Speedie as head coach of the AFL’s 
Denver Broncos in ‘66 and did a commendable job. He handles 
the defensive line. 


End coach Bill Miller and defensive backfield mentor Claude 
{Hoot) Gibson played under Rauch at Oakland while kicking 
coach Bugsy Engelberg was a member of the Raider staff in ‘68. 


Ralph Hawkins, the new linebacker coach, brings to the staff 
a strong college coaching background. He was on the staffs at 
Southern Methodist, Kentucky, Maryland, West Point, and 
Cincinnati. 


In moving from the player to the coaching ranks Miller 
returns to the team he led in pass receiving in ‘63. He caught 69 
passes that year, a Bills record that still stands. 


Last year Gibson tutored the Boston Patriots defensive backs. 
The unit became known as “’Gibson’s Gremlins”, a tribute to his 
instructing. 


In age, the staff ranges from Engelberg’s exceedingly youthful 
23 years to Bass’ vibrant 49 birthdates. Rauch, himself, is 41 
while Malavasi is 38, Gibson 30, Hawkins 34, and Miller 29. 


Rauch believes in the head coach being involved in the actual 
practice field instruction. 


“To me there are only two kinds of head coaches,’”’ explains 
Rauch. ‘‘There’s the coach who is physically involved in the 
teaching on the field. The other kind does no actual day-to-day 
handling of the team but rather coordinates while his staff works 


out the details almost exclusively. 


“| just feel a head coach is better off when he has a finger on 
the pulse of the team and, particularly, in the case of quarter- 
backs.’’ Rauch will handle the Bills offensive backfield. 


Rauch has proven his is a winning method.
